As a result of this im peachm ent a 
desire of her husband's vindication 
prompted Mrs. Miriam A. Ferguson 
to enter the political arena as a can­ 
didate for governor two years ago.

tors which the politicians of Roumania are trying to manipulate 
today.”

A Mechanical Heart 
Russian doctors have found that life may be continued long 
after the heart and lungs have stopped working, if the blood is 
kept circulating by artificial means. One of them has devised a 
machine which “mechanically takes over the functions of the 
heart.’' It is an electrical pump that can be connected with the 
circulatory system. By means of that pump, a dog which had been 
“put to death with chloroform” was restored to life. 
It looks like an improvement on the pulmotor, which merely 
takes over the function of the lungs until it revives the vital spark 
and enables them to reassume their normal activity. Many lives 
may be saved by the new device, in cases of accident or sudden 
shock, and life may be prolonged in cases of serious heart disease. 
No such mechanical contrivance, however, will be a real im­ 
provement on the heart. We are not going to have mechanical 
men or mechanical organs. 
Wheels may have certain points of superiority over feet, and 
the centrifugal pump may seem more efficient than the human 
heart as a pumping machine. Still* industry has no machine which, 
day in and day out, year after year, does its work so well as this 
same delicate and sensitive heart. 
With all the imperfections of this elaborate factory of life, 
the human body, where is the man-made factory that functions 
so well or lasts so long?

Unlike many in his entourage, lie is not in­ 
terested in politics, either theoretical or applied, and is ignorant 
of his country’s needs and wishes. 
“An impotent broken sovereign; a scintillating consort with 
an infinite fund of energy, ambition and determination, marred 
by bad judgment; a young gentleman (the crown prince) with no 
particular qualification for leadership, unnecessarily elevated to 
martyrdom through exile and disbarment from a throne which 
neither inclination nor temperament adapt him to fill very accept­ 
ably ; a deserted wife and healthy five-year-old son, about whose 
head are already gathering the rivalries and strife that seem the 
Inevitable lot of minor rulers—these are the leading personal fac­ 
tors which the politicians of Roumania are trying to manipulate 
today.”

Bequest Week the Latest. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 14. — 
And now we have Bequest Week! We 
have had Don’t Get H urt Week, Pre-, 
vent Fire Week, Clean Up, Paint Up 
Week, and various others. 
But Be­ 
quest Week is something new. This 
is to be a week devoted to an effort 
to induce people to make bequests to 
various religious aud philanthropic or­ 
ganizations. 
The plan is being fos­ 
tered by the Committee on Financial 
and Fiduciary Matters of the Federal 
Council of Churches. 
It has been explained that frequen:- 
ly people wish to make some provis­ 
ion for a particular organization in 
which they are interested, but do not 
know just how to go about it so that 
there can be no doubt of the money’s 
reaching the intended parties. Attern 
tion Is called to the fact that it is not 
uncommon to pick up a daily news­ 
paper and see that a will is being con 
tested and very often the church or 
philanthropic organization to which a 
becuest has been made never gets the 
money.

City smoke does more than run up laundry bills, aggravate 
the housecleaning job and make it necessary for people to wash 
face and hands oftemer than is good for them. Smoke is a power­ 
ful s'ource of diseases, especially of one of the most deadly dis­ 
eases—pneumonia. 
Using Pittsburgh as an experimental laboratory, Dr. Wil­ 
liam C. White of the U. S. Public Health Service finds that city 
bas “the highest constant pneumonia death rate of any community 
in the world,” and that the more smoky the air in any particular 
ward, the higher is the pneumonia death rate in that ward. 
Pneumonia, of course, is a germ disease, and smoke can 
Hardly be accused of carrying the germs. But what the smoke 
does is to produce such irritation of the membranes of the nose, 
throat and lungs that the germs, which are present almost every­ 
where, find easier lodgment and less resistance to growth. 
This is perhaps the worst accusation yet brought against 
lity smoke. And it is in order to point out again, in Pittsburgh 
and every other community suffering from smoky air, that that 
condition is not necessary. It means imperfect combustion and 
fuel waste, Whose avoidance by well known methods means eco­ 
nomy as well as health.

The advance in the cost of living 
has affected th e churches, hospitals, 
orphanages, old People’s homes, etc , 
in the same w ay it has individuals. It 
is figured th a t it now costs from two 
two three tim es as much to m aintain 
one person in a home for the aged as 
it did 25 
years ago. 
H ospitals are 
constantly em phasizing the increased 
cost of operation. 
A m em ber of the pension board of 
one o f the large P rotestant denomi­ 
nations in one 
city says th a t their 
fund m ust 
be increased from eight 
million to fifteen or tw enty million. 
This sounds like a trem endous sum, 
and of course it is. 
W hen it is con­ 
sidered, however, th a t the num ber of 
persons who m ust be pensioned under 
the eight million dollar fund makes 
the am ount available to each only 
about $300 a year, it can be seen read­ 
ily th at the need for more money Is 
very real. Twenty five years ago $300 
a year was sufficient for an old per­ 
son to live in some degree of comfort, 


but now It would not go far even tf 
used frugally. 
Individual institutions m ake drives 
for funds w ith more or less success 
but for the m ost p art there appears 
always to be less money 
available 
than th a t 
needed to qarry on 
the 
work 
in 
an adequate fashion, 
lf 
enough people can be persuaded to In­ 
sure their lives 
for 
the benefit of 
such institutions this may be one so­ 
lution of the problem. 
As has beeu 
said before, no doubt there are many 
wh 
would be glad to pay out a mod­ 
erate such each year so that in tim e 
a substantial amount might be paid 
to a particular institution or organi­ 
zation in which they were interested.

Any woman who like* to he photo­ 
graphed occasionally—and who does­ 
n’t—can get better pictures if she lis­ 
tens to a few hints from Doris Ken­ 
yon, star of “Ladies at Play.” now 
showing at the American theatre. 
Miss Kenyon has to sit before a 
camera daily. 
It’s her business.

she knows how’ to get the best results 
from the lenses. Here are a few words 
of her advice: 
“Beware of too much rouge; tho red 
photographs dark, and it makes the 
cheeks appear hollow and the cheek 
bones prominent. 
“The woman who has a florid com­ 
plexion should vise a lighter shade cf 
powder than she would vise for the 
street. 
“Eyebrows of the brunette should 
be darkened quite heavily. 
“The lip rouge should be dark red.

CHICAGO, Dec. 14— Untold suffer­ 
ing was caused today by the severe 
cold wave that holds Chicago and the 
middle west in Its icy grip. The para­ 
lyzing blizzard rode in on frigid winds 
from the northwest that sent the mer­ 
cury down from 
five 
degrees at 7 
o’clock yesterday morning to three 
below zero at dawn today. 
Zero temperatures are general over 
the northern middle sections of the 
United States and Canada. North and 
South Dakota and Minnesota are the 
hardest hit.

A Billion Christmas Car 
S om ething like a billion greeting cards are expected to change 
hands in the next two or three weeks. Every kind of card will 
be in th e mail, from the simplest little printed affair at two or 
ttiree cents to hand painted or individually designed cards and 
etchings and copies of famous paintings, selling as high as $50. 
Once in a while some one is moved to ask w hat it’s all about. 
Certainly it helps to make the postmen’s life harder one month 
every year. 
It Is also an unpleasant but inescapable fact that a 
good many recipients of these cards glance a t the names of the 
senders, feel pleased a moment and then throw the cards into the 
nearest wastebasket. 
However, the greeting card industry has become a big one 
and the popular demand for its product shows no weakening. If 
i t really adds to true Christm as joy and good will, then it is prob­ 
ably worth the $16,000,000 at which it is now estimated. 


A M echanical Heart 
Russian doctors have found th at life may be continued long 
after the heart and lungs have stopped working, if the blood is 
kept circulating by artificial means. One of them has devised a 
machine which “mechanically takes over the functions of the 
heart.'* It is an electrical pump th at can be connected with the 
circulatory system. By means of th at pump, a dog which had been 
“put to death with chloroform'* was restored to life. 
It looks like an improvement on the pulmotor, which merely 
takes over the function of the lungs until it revives the vital spark 
and enables them to reassume their normal activity. Many lives 
m ay be saved by the new device, in cases of accident or sudden 
shock, and life may be prolonged in cases of serious heart disease. 
No such mechanical contrivance, however, will be a real im­ 
provement on the heart. We are not going to have mechanical 
men or mechanical organs. 
Wheels may have certain ppints of superiority over feet, and 
the centrifugal pump may seem more efficient than the human 
heart as a pumping machine. Still, industry has no machine which, 
day in and day out, year after year, does its work so well as this 
same delicate and sensitive heart. 
W ith all the imperfections of this elaborate factory of life, 
the human body, where is the man-made factory that functions 
so well or lasts so long ?

The Roumanian Crisis 
Queen Marie’s tour of America created greater curiosity 
about her own country than Americans had ever felt before. 
lie r return home, with the conflicting reports regarding the 
health of King Ferdinand and the complicated political situation 
there, has intensified the interest. 
Here is w hat looks like “the low down’’ on the Roumanian 
situation, as told by Hamilton Fish Arm strong in “The New 
Balkans.” The quotation, though a mere fragm ent, is highly illum­ 
inating: 
“King Ferdinand is seldom mentioned in dispatches from 
Bucharest except when he is ill. He has never been a directing 
factor in Roumanian politics, and he would not be today even if he 
were in good health. Unlike many in his entourage, he is not in­ 
terested in politics, either theoretical or applied, and is ignorant 
of his country’s needs and wishes. 
“An impotent broken sovereign; a scintillating consort with 
an infinite fund of energy, ambition and determination, m arred 
by bad judgment,* a young gentleman (the crown prince) with no 
particular qualification for leadership, unnecessarily elevated to 
m artyrdom through exile and disbarment from a throne which 
neither inclination nor tem peram ent adapt him to fill very accept­ 
ably; a deserted wife and healthy five-year-old son, about whose 
head are already gathering the rivalries and strife that seem the 
inevitable lot of minor rulers—these are the leading personal fac­ 
tors which the politicians of Roumania are trying to manipulate 
today.” 


Sm ake and Pneum onia 
City smoke does more than run up laundry bills, aggravate 
the housecleaning job and make it necessary for people to wash 
face and hands ofterner than is good for them. Smoke is a power­ 
ful source of diseases, especially of one of the most deadly dis­ 
eases— pneumonia. 
Using Pittsburgh as an experimental laboratory, Dr. Wil­ 
liam C. White of the U. S. Public Health Service finds th at city 
has “the highest constant pneumonia death rate of any community 
in the world,” and th at the more smoky the air in any particular 
ward, the higher is the pneumonia death rate in that ward. 
Pneumonia, of course, is a germ disease, and smoke can 
hardly be accused of carrying the germs. 
But what the smoke 
does is to produce such irritation of the membranes of the nose, 
th ro at and lungs that the genus, which are present almost every­ 
where, find easier lodgment and less resistance to growth. 
This is perhaps the worst accusation yet brought against 
.sity smoke. And it is in order to point out again, in Pittsburgh 
and every other community suffering from smoky air, that that 
condition is not necessary. 
It means imperfect combustion and 
f a d waste, whose avoidance by well known methods means eco­ 
nomy as well SLS health.

WASHINGTON, D. C., I»ec. 14. 
And now we have Bequest Week! We 
have had Don’t Get Hurt Week, pre 
vent Fire Week, Olean lip, Paint Up 
Week, and various others. 
But Be­ 
quest Week is something new. This 
is to be a week devoted to an effort 
to induce people to make bequests to 
various religious and philanthropic or­ 
ganizations. 
The plan is being fos­ 
tered by the Committee on Financial 
and Fiduciary Matters of the Federal 
Council of ohurches. 
It has been explained that frequent 
ly people wish to make some provis­ 
ion for a particular organization in 
which they are interested, but do not 
know just how to go about it so that 
th* re can be no doubt of the money’s 
reaching the Intended parties. Attern 
Mott Is called to the faqt that it is not 
uncommon to pick up a daily news­ 
paper and see that a will is being con 
tested and very often the church or 
philanthropic organization to which a 
bequest has been made never gets the 
money. 
The idea now is to establish a cen­ 
tral office where persons interested 
in making such bequests may consul

They declared that Delaney's action 
will be forced upon bim in order to 
evade the curse of one of those New 
York state athletic commission edicts 
which would send him into the ring 
against Gene 
Tunney weighing not 
more than 175 pounds, under pain of 
disqualification. 
The commission a1 
ready has established this precedent 
by ordaining that no champion may 
fight out of his class in this state ex­ 
cept at the weight at which his title 
was won. 
With tho heavyweight sweepstake* 
promising a golden harvest 
for 
all 
concerned, the light heavyweight title 
would be worth no such sacrifice to 
Dehiney. 
The title Itself, outside of this fact, 
would prove little encumbrance, it was 
said, since Delaney was smart enough 
to laugh off a title defense for six 
months, as a result of his workout 
with Jamaica 
Kid 
at 
Waterbury, 
Conn., last week. 
Both of the principals made 
175 


pounds for tho match; therefore? it 
must go down in the book as a title 
bout, leaving Delaney to his own de­ 
vices for tho next six months. In brief, 
he no 
longer can be confronted by 
some sap who wtshes to battle him 
for tho light heavyweight title at a 
time when the young man will be ab­ 
sorbed with 
the 
heavyweight prob­ 
lems. 
However, even this strategy will not 
h * sufficiently effective to make the 
light heavy weight.title, worth Its bur­ 
den, they say. 
The answer is found 
in the action taken some time ago 
by tho New York commission in or­ 
dering Paul Rerlonbach, then cham 
pion, to weigh 176 pounds or aban 
don hi* Idea of fighting Johnny Rte 
ko, a heacyweight. 
The hoard was 
so pleased with the idea that they 
made it apply to champions in 
all 
classes. It still applies—for the reas 
on that the commission’s last guess is 
always its best. 
Of course. Delaney could avoid the 
edict by fighting his heavyweights in 
Jersey. 
This would be an eaay out, 
if it wasn't for the fact that Rickard 
and Fugazy, the leading 
promoters, 
have leases on the two ball parks in 
New York and I presume they mean 
to use them. 
Rickard has a Jersey site but De 
laney isn’t his man, anyhow, and says 
he won t be. 
Fugazy will bring Delaney and Jack 
Sharkey together before February or 
break a bicep in the attempt. By that 
time. Delaney, who is alleged to have 
weighed lesn than 173 pounds the oth 
er night, may be well above the 175 
pound class at his natural weight. He 
won’t want to meet Sharkey at any 
other; 
therefore, they say the light 
heavyweight title must be cast off, at 
least for the time being.
